CHERRY TREES THAT EXCEL 


Cherry trees will not thrive on flat or wet land, the soil must be dry; it might 
be light sand or clay loam, or any soil between tnese; the only stipulation is dryness. 


Also another important fact about cherry trees is the rootstock; namely, the 
Mazzard and Mahaleb. The Mazzard is the old type rootstock that your father and 
Grandfather would graft. These are natural sweet cherry roots and live over a 
long period. The other is the Mahaleb, the imported sour cherry root, This root- 
stock is standard for sour cherries but when sweet cherry varieties are budded on 
this root they usually have a shorter life than when budded on the Mazzard raot< 


stock.

i) 3ordeaux or lime sulphur applied in fall, winter or in the spring before the buds crack will 
control leaf curl. 

(2) lime sulphur is not effective against red mite and the peach lecanium scale. 

(3) Dilute to a 6 per cent oil in the dilute spray. 

(4) Dilute oil emulsions so that they contain 3 per cent oil in the dilute spray ; miscible oils at 
manufacturer’s recommendation. 

(5) New Jersey dry mix or simular types of sulphur may be substituted for self-boiled but the 
control of brown rot with such substitute sulphurs is seldom as good as when self-boiled is used. 

(6) Zine lime spray tests in several states indicate that the use of this material great!y reduces 
spray injury on peaches. When acid lead arsenate is used in this spray, it may be combined 
with any of the common sulphur fungicides on peaches. Its chief role is to prevent spray 
injury. It should be used whenever acid lead arsenate is added to the spray.

Hydrated spray lime ................. 6 Ibs.

The proper mixing of these materials is very important. The order of mixing is as follows: 
1. Fill spray tank about 2 full of water and start agiator. 
2. Add the zine sulphate slowly so that it will be dissolved by the action of the agitator. 
> Mix the lime into a thin paste with water and wash it through the strainer into the tank. 
4, Mix the acid lead arsenate into a thin paste with water and wash it through strainer 

into the tank. 
5. When a fungicide is used with lead arsenate, it should be added to the tank last. 

The zine lime sprays should be used as soon as they are prepared.

To estimate the number of plants required for an acre, at any given distance, 
multiply the distance between rows by the distance between the plants, which will 
give the number of square feet allotted to each plant and divide number of square 
feet in ne acre (43,560) by this number. The quotient will be the number of plants 
required.
